DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed on 04/1 3/201 0. Claims 
1-14 are pending. Claim 11 has been amended. Claims 12-14 have been added. 

2. The previous 35 USC 1 1 2 rejection of claim 1 1 is withdrawn in light of Applicant's 
amendment to claim 1 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a wind power installation having an entry to a pylon, an 
inner space in the pylon and a lock located between the entry and the inner space to 
prevent moisture from passing into the internal space through the entry wherein the lock 
having a drain through which water can be drained.
